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Tube Care Insure* Leag Life 
The life of a good vacuum tube 
is two years provided it Ii given 
reasonably careful attention 
Care 
should be observed never to jar 
tubes.

suspected they should be removed 
from the .sockets and the prongs 
cleaned with a nail file.

If in doubt, find the higher 
voltage sockets first by inserting 
the required number of five-volt 
tubes Into different sockets until 
they light brightly.

Of The total power put Into the 
*et 75 to 80 per cent of It Is turned 
Into heat. 
It is perfectly normal, 
therefore, that a modern electric 
radio should get warm, especially 
if it Is contained in a small cabi­ 
net 
As long a* there is nothing 
done to Interfere with this, there 
is no harm whatever from the heat. 
In fact, a slight rise in tempera­ 
ture is desirable as it keeps mois­ 
ture out of the aet and makes for 
quieter operation in humid or wet 
weather
